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MUSEUM BUYS TWO STUARTS. 

The Brooklyn Museum has recently ac- 
quired a portrait by Gilbert Stuart of the 
Hon. John Watts, Sr. (25x30) painted in 
England about 1780. The subject of the 
portrait was a N. Y. merchant of early 
days. The family still survives, and the 
portrait has been in its possession until 
recently. It was left to the sitter's eldest 
son, Robert Watts, who bequeathed it to 
his son, Ridley. The latter left it to his 
son, Robert Watts, whose son Dr. Robert 
Watts, was the most recent owner before 
the picture passed into the possession of 
Knoedler & Co. The father of the subject 
of the portrait came to the U. S. from 
Scotland, and John Watts, Sr. was born 
in 1715. He died in 1789 in Wales, and is 
buried in St, James Church, Piccadilly, 

The portrait is a fine example of Stuart 
and an important accession to the rapidly 
growing collection of the Museum in early 
American art. 

Another recent accession is a portrait 
of Col. Isaac Barre, also by Gilbert 
' Stuart; (36x28) 
painted in 
1785, and pur- 
chased in Eng- 
land through the 
assistance of Mrs. 
James Creelman. 
The subject of the 
portrait was born 
in Dublin in 1726 
and died in 1822. 
He was the son 
of a French ref- 
ugee, entered the 
British army and 
fought with 
Wolfe at Quebec, 
where he was 
wounded. Barre 
is renowned for 
his eloquent 
championship of 
t ,h e American 
cause in the Par- 
liamentary strug- 
gle relating to the 
Stamp Act (1775). 
In his strenuous 
opposition to the 
Stamp Act he was 
associated with 
Pitt. ^ The char- 
acterization o f 
the Americans as 
"Sons of Lib- 
erty," a title 
adopted later in 
the American col- 
onies by patriotic 
societies, owed 
its origin to Isaac 
Barre's applica- 
tion of the term 
to the Americans, 
when speaking in 
the House ^ o f 
Commons against 
the passage of 
Stamp Act. 



FRENCH & CO. BUY ART COLLIN. 

A notable art collection, including many 
rare early tapestries, and important sculp- 
tures, rugs, textiles and wood work, repre- 
senting XV. and XVI. century art, has just 
been acquired by P. W. French & Co., 6 
East 56 St., from a N. Y. collector, for a 
large figure. It is estimated that the value 
of this collection, which is ricli in early tap- 
estries, particularly the much sought "Mille- 
fleur," prized by connoisseurs and of ex- 
ceptional historical interest, is valued ap- 
proximately at $500,000. 

Among other pieces in the collection are 
several sarcophagi of the Roman period, 
and fine examples of XVI. century Renais- 
sance marble mantels.

A GREAT LARGILLIERE SOLD. 

Mr. James Speyer has become the for- 
tunate possessor of the famous oval por- 
trait of Mme. de Parabere, reproduced on 
this page, a canvas better known as "La 
Dame aux Oeillets," by Nicolas de Largil- 
liere. 

This notable work, considered the most 
decorative canvas the early French master 
ever painted, was brought to New York 
last Spring, together with a notable bust 
portrait of the Chevalier de Billaut by Fra- 
gonard (reproduced in the Art Niivvs last 
June), two panels, attributed to Boucher, 
which three pictures were sold to Mr. Wil- 
liam Salomon, and two splendid full length 
standing portraits of the Baron and Baron- 
ess de Pragins, also well known works of 
Largilliere, by Mme. Alfred Gombrich, of 
Paris and Nice, formerly Miss Alexander, of 
San Francisco, for their owner, the Vicomte 
de Chabert of Paris. 

The portrait of Mme. de Parabere, as well 
as that of the Baronne de Prangins figured 
in the well remembered and remarkable ex- 
hibition of "One 
Hundred P o r - 
traits of Women," 
held in the Oran- 
gerie in the Tui- 
leries gardens in 
Paris in the sea- 
son of 1909, and 
at a projected 
sale of the pic- 
tures of Vicomte 
de Chabert at the 
Georges Petit 
Galleries, Paris, 
June 5, 1909, 
which was not 
carried through, 
was adjusted as 
having a value of 
100,000 francs by 
the "Experts."

COMBINATION PICTURE SALE. 

The first important picture auction of the 
season — that of 171 canvases from the col- 
lections of the late James F. Sutton, Isidor 
Wormser, Louis Mandel, H. F. Loring and 
of Mr. Edson Bradley and Mrs. Harold 
Thorne, took place, under the auspices of 
• the American Art Association, and with 
I Mr. Thomas E. Kirby as auctioneer, at the 
j Plaza ballroom Tuesday and Wednesday 
evenings last and resulted in a total of 
$517,515. 

At the first session Tuesday evening, 
when 84 pictures were disposed of, for a 
total of $85,215, the attendance was large 
and the bidding good. The works sold were 
chiefly examples of the Barbizon masters, 
of good quality and provenance, a few 
modern Americans, and examples of such 
once popular painters as Rosa Bonheur, 
Meissonier, Vibert and Gerome, whose 
selling prices, as will be seen by the table 
below, prove how these works are losing in 
popularity. The highest figure of the ses- 
sion, $8,200, was paid for a Jacque "Return 
to the Fold," by W. W. Seaman, agent. 
The Arabian period Schreyer "Horseman 
at the Fountain" brought $5,000 from Mr. 
J. Clinton Spencer, and another Schreyer, 
the well known "Stampede" of the Wal- 
lachian period, brought $3,100 from Mr. 
Seaman, agent. 

The American pictures sold well, a 
Murphy, an early but fine and strong ex- 
ample, bringing $1,000. A large and fine 
example of Verestchagin, the Russian 
painter, really a Museum piece, "The 
Window of Selim Shisti's Monument," 
brought only $2,100. The poorer example 
of Bougereau brought $1,175 from the Hol- 
land Galleries, and the better only $1,800 
from Henry Schultheis. A fine Weissen- 
bruch was appreciated by spirited bidding, 
and brought $4,700 from Knoedler & Co. 
A Lenbach "Portrait of Bismarck" brought 
only $925 from a Mrs. W. Frankfurter. 

There were few private buyers, the pic- 
tures, for the most part, going to the 
dealers, Knoedler & Co., Scott & Fowles, 
John Levy, Clapp & Graham, Henry Schul- 
theis, and Prinz Brothers of Brooklyn.

Second Session. 

At the second and concluding session 
Tuesday evening,, in the presence of an 
audience that filled the large room to re- 
pletion, 87 canvases, including 24 examples 
of Monet (which brought $160,100 alone), 
sold for a total of $432,300. This added to 
the total of Tuesday night's session of 
$85,215 made the grand total for the sale of 
$517,515. This remarkable sum made the 
sale, according to a statement from Mr. 
Kirby, the most successful, considering the 
general average of the prices brought, of 
any picture auction ever conducted by the 
Association. 

The highest figure of the session was 
$19,000, paid by Henry Reinhardt and Son 
for the last canvas sold "The Baths of 
Caracalla," by the late Alma Tadema 
The same painter's "Reading from Homer" 
brought $30,000 at the Marquand sale a few 
years ago, while one in the Yerkes sale 
brought $22,600. 

The total, some $160,000, paid for the 24 
examples of Claude Monet, owned bv the 
late James F. Suttton. was the surprise of 
the sale, and broke all auction records, for 
works by this artist. The large majority 
of the examples were bought by Durand-

At the Press View on January 12 at the 
Metropolitan Museum, an interesting and 
important collection of 29 objects, placed 
on long loan, by Mrs. Benjamin Thaw, was 
shown. This includes paintings, sculptures, 
textiles, ceramics and Egyptian antiquities. 
The pictures are a ''Madonna and Child," by

Other of Mrs. Thaw's sculptures, not yet 
placed on view, and of the Italian Renais- 
sance, include a bust of "St. John, the Bap- 
tist," by Donatello, a Virgin on her knees, 
by Giovanni della Robbia, and a medallion 
in marble of the Virgin, by Mino da Fiesole. 

Several examples of modern German art, 
acquired from the Hugo Reisinger collection 
were also shown. These include a fine ex- 
ample of Max Lieberman, "The Ropewalk," 
an attractive landscape by Hans Thoma; an 
Italian garden scene, by Fritz August von 
Kaulbach; and a study of a peasant girl, 
coiffed with a white cloth, by Leibl.

In the first view of the two falls of Ni- 
agara, painted for Roswell Smith, the 
younger Inness' father-in-law, in 1884, the 
rush and tumble of the waters is shown 
with great power, amid an opalescent halo 
of mist.

Again the deep poetic note is 
sounded where ''The Sun-burst," breaks 
through the edge of the woods, and the 
golden reddish haze envelops the distance 
to which a pair of lovers stroll to the future, 
while in the present of the foreground, a 
mother and children stand. 

In "The Old Veteran" the human element 
assumes almost equal importance with the 
landscape. Here the grandfather on 
crutches, the children by him, and the boy 
running along the path, are introduced with 
almost Millet-like effect. "The Medford 
Oak" in autumn garb, stands sentinel in one 
canvas, while in still another, the blossom- 
ing "Apple Tree" burgeons to the balmy air.

The tapestries, 
two medallions from paintings by Boucher 
and a centre motive, designed probably by 
Tessier, are delightful specimens of XVIII 
century Gobelins. A Beauvais tapestry, also 
from a Boucher design, is another remark- 
able reproduction, as are also those of the 
portrait of the young Duchesse de Bour- 
gogne in. marble as Diana, by Coysevox the 
sculptor, the portrait of Mme. de Pompadour 
by Quentin de la Tour, Caffieri's busts of 
Jean-Philippe Rameau, and Jean de Rbtrou,

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LONDON LETTER. 

London, Jan. 9, 1917. 

A curious instance of mental aberration 
leading to the loss of as much as £900 in 
Bank of England notes occurred a few days 
ago, when a lady customer of Mr. Rochelle 
Thomas, the art dealer, after having paid an 
account to him with a £1,000 note and re- 
ceived 65 notes as change, departed with 
them in a taxicab, leaving the notes and 
the black silk bag in which she had placed 
them in the cab. So far no trace has been 
found of the money, although the numbers 
of the notes has been circulated.

CHICAGO. 

Whatever one may say about or against 
the current Childe Hassam "one-man" 
show at the Art Institute — and one can 
say many things not entirely compliment- 
ary — it remains true nevertheless that his 
exhibition saves the prestige of the In- 
stitute this month. And one can also 
safely say this, without detracting from the 
mierit of the very solidly, nicely painted \ 
landscapes by John F. Carlson, because ■ 
this latter exhibit, which also occupies one j 
of the rooms in the new wing, would with | 
its quiet, and excellent, conservatism, ' 
not have been of itself sufficient to coun- | 
terbalance the effect of the exhibitions of j 
Messrs. Wallace L. De Wolf and Edward ' 
B. Butler, and a mj^sterious gentleman ! 
who signs his mysterious pictures with \ 
"AE". One is told, b}^ the catalog and by 
literary persons who are following the 
"Irish Renaissance" that "AE" is a Mr. 
Russel who writes verv charming and 
m3rstical poetry, and as a matter of fact, 
there is a little verse printed under each 
picture's title in the catalog. All of which 
plainly indicates that the visitor should 
look for literary value in the paintings and 
give to them the interest which the man 
and his work in other fields demand. After 
seeing them I feel that this is the only 
excuse for anybody looking at them at all. 

The same personal reasons prevail in 
case of the two other ezhibits, the gentle- 
men-painters being, both of them trustees 
of the Art Institute and patrons of artists, 
and as such entitled to receive the atten- 
tion of their co-citizens, and. as it appears, 
gallery space in the Institute. 

The Art Institute is one of the many ; 
institutions which at present have the honor | 
of harboring a Childe Hassam exhibition. 
This, with an etching ex.hibit at a local 
.8:allery and exhibitions in New York and 
Washington, makes four Hassam shows of ; 
which I have knowledge. The one at the 
Institute is somewhat heterogeneous, show- 
ing works from all the periods in the 
evolution of this interesting painter, from 
his early street scene period to his present 
experimenting with post-impressionism and 
a tame variety of expressionism.

PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, Jan. 10. 1917. 
A feeling of almost helpless oppression 
steals over one in realizing the vastness of 
the exhibition now on in one of the pavilions 
in the Tuilcries garden and appropriately 
called the "Salon of the Armies." So many 
works from the liands of clever artists 
who are in the fore-front of war are mar- 
shalled here upon walls that measure a 
half-kilometer in length that to scrutinize 
them all, and, further, not to miss any that 
have pre-eminent merit, is an impossible 
task. Here the factor of human sympathy 
weighs upon the spectator. Who would do 
an injustice to any one of these valiant 
"poilus," who have evolved v/hat one sees 
out of tragedy and chaos? So the picture- 
loving Paris public, and a good part of that 
public which is simply patriotic and does 
not pretend to an "expert" knowledge of art, 
have been fatiguing themselves very greatly 
and gathering rheumatism and chills from 
hours spent upon a bare stone pavement, 
as frigid as those of the art palaces in 
northern Italy in winter. Many hundred 
pictures have been sold out of the 6,000 
hung. 

It is astonishing to note hov/ few of the 
6,000 exhibits in the Salon of the Armies 
fall hopelessly l^elow the line of mediocrity. 

Titles That Tell a Great Deal._ 

No doubt large numbers of the war pic- 
tures, made at the front, will be sought by- 
and-by by distinguished collectors. Most 
of the names that I might cite, if I attempted 
to make due mention of merit, would be un- 
known for the present to the world of pic- 
ture-buyers. There is no telling how many 
of them may some day become well-known. 
But the titles of most of the pictures are 
excitants to interest. For instance, Roger 
Langbeln shows us "Poilus in the Rain;" 
Roger Irriera "Two Old Rabbins," a "Turk- 
ish Lady" and a "Slender Cretan Gen- 
darme," M. Guy caricatures the "Boys of the 
North," evidently his comrades; M. Le- 
maitre, a Belgian campaigner, paints the 
melancholy ruin of his own country, in par- 
ticular the "Inundations of the Yser;" Bruy- 
er, a "Guard Relief by Moonlight" in water- 
colors, of rare excellence, Mazaud, "Ruins 
of Nieuport," Drouot, "The Prisoner's Camp 
at Giessen," Boucard, a portrait of Mme. 
Macherez, the Spartan mayoress of Sois- 
sons, and a "Panoramic View of the Battle 
of the Somme from the Post of the Com- 
manding General, July, 1916;" A. Jacob, 
"The Supper Hour" (at quarters in a village) 
and "Winter Evening on the St. Leonard 
Canal." the latter truly poetic; J. Ravaux, 
"Soldiers (deep in a marsh) Placing Wire 
Entanglements" (in a dull, sullen twilight). 
D. Roblin, a "Scene in the Artois, May 1915," 
which has a Millet quality, vigorous. in de- 
sign and with a remarkable rendering of 
gloom alid light; J. Touchet, semi-comic 
sketches, heightened by the vivid color of 
some of the diminutive figures, children 
dancing and cavorting on a hillside near 
Salonica; Henri Dangry, heads of soldiers, 
gently caricatured, and Le Sellier, "Evening 
in the Forest of Haudromont before Ver- 
dun." Briggs Davenport.
